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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants contends that the rejection is not 
fully considering that the second authentication is carried out after the first authentication and by using the first encryption key from the 
first authentication (remark, page 4). Applicants further asserts that neither the cited prior art, Bluetooth reference nor 5C white Paper 
teach or suggest a first authentication and a second authentication being carried out in the specific order noted in the remark page 5. As 
stated in the final office rejection, the Bluetooth teaches authenticating the devices and establishing key for security between the devices 
over a radio communication network. 5C White Paper concerns with authentication and key establishment for copyright protection 
content between the devices. Applicant's first authentication concerns with whether the devices is authorized to receive the data and the 
second authentication is to protect the copyright of the content data to be transmitted, through an encrypted radio communication using 
the first encryption key. Thefore, in order to set up the encryption path and transmitting data to the receiving device through an 
encrypted path taught by Bluetooth for the first authentication and exchange of the first key would have been obvious to first take place 
before second authentication using the first key after device is authenticated before the authentication for the exchanged of the second 
key used to encrypt copyright content . 
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
